Calvin W. Price, 76, editor and I 
publisher of the Pocahontas Times, 
and one of West Virginia’s most-wlde- 
ly known newspapermen, died un¬ 
expectedly at his home in Marlin ton j 
Friday, June 14, 1957. He was born] ^ 
in Rockingham County, Va., a son* 
of the late Dr. and Mrs. William T. 
Price. His father was a Presbyterian 
minister, who moved to Pocahontas 
County when this son was a mere ■ 
lad. At the age of 15. he became 
an apprentice on the Pocahontas 
Times, and four years later a part¬ 
ner, and became the sole owner in 
1906. Besides being one of this 
state’s most widely known editors, an 1 
honorary doctorate was conferred on j 
him several years ago by West Vir-[ 
ginia University,. and in recognition* 
of his great zeal for nature, wild¬

I have 
been having conferences with Senator McCarran, Chairman 
of the Senate District of Columbia Committee, and we have 
been putting forth every effort to keep these bureaus here 
because shifting them would impair efficiency, etc. 

We have had as witnesses before our joint hearing the Director 
of this organization. I hope for an audience with the 
President on this subject Monday, in company with Senator

An executive order has been Issued, transferring certain services of the govern^^ 
oent from Washington to other cities. The Fish end Wildlife Service of the Dopart- 
oent of the Interior is scheduled to go to Chicago, unless immediate steps are taken 
to prevent it. 



A majority of the 376 employees are highly trained technicians and specialists. 
Over 160 have indicated that due to the purchase of homos or othor conditions they 
cannot carry on in Chicago. These men have been with the Servioo for yoars and can¬ 
not bo replaced in the near future when their services are indispensable to the con- 
—^d^ct of this Bureau which In tola vital to the conservation of our wildlife and 
rolatod natural resources. 


It is of the utmost importance that the Fish and Wildlife Service be In the vicin¬ 
ity of Washington in order that it may work in close cooperation with defense and 
other conservation agencies, such as the Soil Conservation Sorvice, the National 
Park Service. Triple A, etc. 


At Patuxent, Maryland, within ten miles of Washington, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service has 3,000 acres, now being used as a wildlife refuge with buildings and labo¬ 
ratories for conducting experimental work. Within sixty days, temporary buildings 
can be erected on this land, to house this Service and possibly tho National Park 
Service. 


To erect these buildings will cost far less than to move the Service and the per¬ 
sonnel to Chicago. Such an arrangement will enable the retention of the Service of 
all of its valuable personnel. 


Our Honorary President, J. N. Darling, says: 


^0 **?his move to Chicago will mean the eventual disintegration of the Fish 
/'wad Wildlife Service, because the broad comprehensive plan for the future of 
the Service requires that it work in close cooperation with the other deport¬ 
ments having to do with the conservation of our natural resources. 


"To have this decision revised and the Service move to Patuxent or some 
or place within a few miles of Washington instead of to Chicago will aid 
not hinder our war preparations. Every effort must be made by those who 
deeply interested in the preservation of our wildlife to prevent this 
’•r to Chicago."
